MAKING PLANT 
RAIDED BY U. S. 


Seize Outht of Big 
Whisky Factory. 


Three booze dispensaries and one 
“ thanufactiring” plant, the latter fit- 
ted out to produce illicit whisky, with 
handsome botties and labels, sufficient 
to give the operators an estimated haul 


of $1,000,000 a year, were raided yes-| 


terday by federal prohibition agents. 

The “whisky factory” was raided 
by agents under the direction of Chief 
Field Agent Vursell. It occupied two 
floors in a building at the rear of 2644 
Indiana avenue. More than 6,000 
pint and quart bottles, already deco- 
rated with labels of pre-war liquors, 
were seized, as well as thousands of 
counterfeit revenue stamps. 

To make the factory Scotch whisky 
look like the real thing, the gang had 
imported four bales of the reedlike 
stuff used to decorate the old time 
bottles of real Scotch. 

Three men were taken into custody. 
They are John Gapa, Auguat Hoders, 
and Arthur Turner. 

“Tt was the best equipped liquor 
plant I have seen in recent days,” 
Chief Vursell said. “I am confident 
that had we not raided the place the 
men would have netted $1,000,000 in a 
year.” 

The largest of the three booze raids 


was on the plant of Kafk and Gold- 


stein, 3001 Carroll avenue, said to be 


a “ filling station " for west side saloon- 


keepers. The agents, operating under 
Maj. Hamlin C. Ridgway, seized twen- 
ty-six barrels of beer, 180 pints of 
“bonded ” whisky, twenty-four five gal- 
lon cane of alcohol, fourteen cases of 
“Gordon” gin, and forty-two gallons 
of moonshine. 

The Casino cafe, owned by Ira Shore,

DELAYS ACTION 


Vote on Report Expected 
Tuesday. 


First opposition to the platoon sy 
tem as a policy for the public schools 
‘came from within the commission that 
has been studying the plan for six 
months after the educational plan 
‘'commiesion had listened to a report 
‘prepared by a subcommittee recom- 
mending the system for Chicago's 


. schools at its meeting yesterday. 


Miss Rose Pesta, elementary school 


principal and member of the commis- 


sion, took vigorous exception to the 
recommendations and charged that the 
report was vague and that the com- 
mission was not facing the issue 
squarely and telling the truth. 

The commission then adjourned un- 
til Tuesday morning give the mem- 
bers additional time scrutinize the 
report. It is expected that it will be 


\adopted with probably one dissenting | 
vote. 


Questions Entire Report. 

Miss Pesta took the report page by 
page and objected “to nearly every 
major point brought out in the docu- 
ment. She charged that many of the 
statements could not be proved and 
Were without any statistical premises. 

“This report is slurred,” she said. 
“We do not say how many teachers 
a child shall Have a week. Whether 
a teacher shall have thirteen or how 
many. The departmentalization of the 
elementary school which is the crux of 
the platoon plan is hardly discussed. 

“I don’t agree with this repost that 
children will be able to enjoy educa- 
tional advantages never before offered. 
These same advantages are in our 
presest eystemito some extent and 
could be incorporated in their en- 
tirety.” 

No other objections were voiced 
against the system although the 
teachers’-councils and orgarizéd labor 
have definitely gone on record as op- 
posing it and have stated they will 
fight its establishment. 

Considered an Expertment. 

The report recommends that a lIim- 
ited number of the platoon schools be 
established in Chicago. Unlike the 
junior high they urge that the system 
only be given a trial and be considered 
an experiment and if unsatisfactory 
the plan should be entirely, abandoned. 

Only teachers who are liberal minded 
and are willing to give a number of the 
schools a fair and unpredjudiced trial 
should be permitted to participate in 
the experiment, the report recom- 
mendes, 

The increased seating capacity of 
nearly one-third over buildings of the 
same size under the traditional plan 
would enable the board to effect a 
saving of nearly a $1,000,000 annually, 
the report points out, 

The report does not attempt to set 
up any specific plan for Chicago but 
merely details that system as operated 
elsewhere and its general theories. 
Its adaptation to the needs of the pub- 
lic schools here would be entirely 
guided by the board of education and 
the educational cepartment. 
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Mr. Jack urged weeding out of o> 
solete laws as one of the things most 
necessary to traffic safety and also 
urged development of uniform rules of 
the road as to speed, headlight, li- 
cense plates and marking lines..

Hatt of the school day is spent by 
each group in special rooms under the 
instruction of specially trained teacir- 
ers of physical egpcation, music, art, 
science, library and auditorium work, 
shop work, the household arts, and 
others.

Gets Best Teachers. 

Thus, the report points out, the 
pupil has contact with the best teach- 
ers the staff affords and does not pass 
a year with a teacher of inferior 
ability. Under the present plan spe- 
cially trained teachers are prohibited 
by the cost which in some instances 
would be $500,000 for one special 
teacher in every school. 

Some of the educational advantages 
offered by the system, according to the 
report, are:

teachers develops responsiveness that 
otherwise might be dormant under one 
teacher, and better liking for schovl 
in general.

British Columbia Wants 
Its Beer but No Schooners 


Vancouver, B. C., June 21.—[By the 
Associated Press}——The cities and most 
of the larger towns of British Columbia 
in the election yesterday declared 
against the sale of beer by the glass 
under government control. Returns 


from the rural districts were not com- 
plete early today. The vote of the 
urban districts was in effect against 
the wale of beer in taverns or saloons

Despite all the efforts being brought 
by the government against monarchist 
movements in Russia, persons connect- 
ed with monarchist organizati in 
the Baltic states informed Tu» . 
wwe that there is a strong force in 
Russia which is attempting to stir the 
population to revolt. The monarchists 
hope that the expected pogroms will 
¢éevelop into a general uprising against 
the soviet rule. Many military garri- 
sons are expected to join the move- 
ment as there are murmurs of mutiny 
because of bad food, which is causing 
anxiety in Moscow. 

Demobilization of various classes on 
May 1 released 200,000 discontented sol- 
diers. Many of these returned to their 
villages, while others are spreading 
dissatisfaction in Moscow, Petrograd 
and other factory centers after having 
been unable to find employment. There 
were already 1,200,000 unemployed of- 
fictally registered in the seven largest 
soviet cities. 

The unemployment situation is most 
acute in Moscow and Petrograd, where 
for the last three months the state 
political police have arrested unem- 
ployed, along with merchants, deport- 


tant provinces. 
New Soldiers Unruly.

UBLIC interest in goitre threatens 
to run away with us.. We read of 
goitre surveys almost by the score. 
Of miraculous reductions of ‘the 
rate of prevalence of goitre in certain 
cantons in Switzerland due to giving 
iodine to the school children;*of the 
use of iodine in the schools in Utah; 
of putting iodine in salt in Michigan, 
in drinking water in Rochester, It 
appéars that we are on the eve of end- 
ing our great public health goitre prob- 
lem, just as we have ended our great’ 
yellow fever problem and other great 
health problems. 
a — P 
All of this cannot be accomplished 
without alarming some people—and un- 
necessarily so.~.An outstanding charac- 
teristic of a person with goitre is fear. 
There is no other disease that engenders 
so much hysterical trembling fear. The 
object of this article is to allay this 
fear. The facts justify what I am 
writing. 


Dr. Olin thinks that in the northern 
section of Michigan practically 100 per 
cent of the achool children will be found 
to have goitrous enlargements in the 
neck. I expect that prediction will prove 
true and that a similar condition will 
be found in other parts of the coun- 
try. But that does net mean that all! 
of those childrén, or even a large part 
of them, will have goitres when they 
reach 30, or will ever have bulging eyes, 
or become excessively neryous as some 
goitre cases aré, or will need to be op- 
erated on. When goitre in childféen is 
studied, it is found that the disease 
is less prevalent in those ready to leave 
school than it. is in younger children. 


The type of thyroid enlargement pres- - 


ent in children as a rule is the colloid 
goitre. This Kind of goitre, as a rule, 
sends to disappéar if the individual 
keeps himself in fair physical condi- 
tion and has good physical and mental 
habits. Most of,them get well without 
treatment. Almost none require opera- 
tion. Ohly a few go on to. develop se- 
vere forms of goitre.

Smithies calls attention to the fact that 
nervousness in people’ with these simple 


goitres may be due to worry, 
fright, or other causes not connected | 
with the goitre. In fact, about the only 
way to be certain that the goitre is o 

@ toxic type is to make’ a metabolism 
test. 

The proposals to give iodine one way 
or another in the schools and gisewhere 
are all right. The plan of giving extra 
good care—physical and mental—to all 
the children who have enlarged thyroids 
—is all right. The advice to give iodine 
to such children py good. 

My point is that a simple goitre in 
a child is nothing te get excited about. 
Let us keep our shirts on.

HERE COMES A FEDERALIST. 


Kaneville, l., June 16.—I wish to take 
issue with your editorial of June 15, en- 


| titled “ Overcentralization and Reform.” 


It seems most incredible that your 
great newspaper, an organ of public opin- 
fon here in the central west—a re 
supposedly saturated with liberal and 
progressive ideas—should advocate that 
old worn out doctrine of extreme state 


rights. 


It is very clear, of course, that this 
editorial was directed against prohibition. 
I confess I have at times been very 
much amused at your clever indirect ref- 
erence to this great issue. In your 
latest attempt to prove to the world 
that prohibition is undesirable you touch 
upon a most vital chord in American 
political development—state rights. Were 
your statements at this point correct it 
is possible your editorial would carry 
more weight” You manifest a distinct 
lack of knowledge of political science. 
It is impossible in the short space at my 
disposa] to enlarge upon the fundamen- 
tal political principles involved. 

Our Constitution was adopted in the 
latter part of the eighteenth century.

In doubling 
the drive and attracting more motors te 
Lincoln park the park is further de- 
creased in value as a place for health 
and pleasure. There is already an eX- 
cess of motor traffic in the park which 
in crowded hours on summer days brings 
a harmful amount of gas and annoyance 
and danger which lessens the value of 
the park to the community. Should not 
city planners push all possible plans for 
adequate motor traffic roads outside of 
parks, thereby diverting such traffic from 
the parks? It will cost more than the de- 
struction of park spaces, but it wi!ll serve 
the motorist as well, and no one can 
question which policy will better serve 
the community. Let us not give up & 
foot of park space. Let us preserve the 
best interest and value of our parks.

election and the installations of 

new ambassadors. Woreign Minister 
Shidehara is reported as having ad- 
vised his colleagues not to force the 
issue on America further at the pres- 
ent time. 

In order to distract popular atten- 
tion the cabinet is reported to have 
adopted a policy of conciliation 
towards China by taking steps to dem- 
onstrate the Japanese friendship. 
Some of the atiministration leaders ad- 
vocate Japan's taking the lead in free- 
ing China of extra-territoriality by 
urging the powers immediately to con- 
vene the commission promised at the 
Washington conference to examine 
the Chinese judicial system. 

Some sections here believe that 
Japan should aban<on its extra- 
territorial rights regardless of others, 
thus demonstrating the common inter- 


ests of the two nations 
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desire to abrogate what is left of the 
twenty-one demands. 

It is also advocated that Japan 
should soon advance the Pekin lega- 
tion to the status of an poryg 4 fore- 
Stalling the American and Russian 
moves in the same direction. Japan 
would thus become the leader in ori- 
ental diplomatic circles,

Uniform Rules for 
Automobile Brakes | 


EW ‘YORK.—Automotive engi- 
neers are drafting a code fer 
brake regulations that will be 
uniform throughout the country 

and applicable to all conditions. 

At present no uniformity of brake 

requirements exists among the states, 

according to a report of the American 


lengineering standards committee. As 


a result this committee has asked the 
American Automobile association, the 
bureau of standards, the department 
of commerce, and the Society of Auto- 
motive Engineers to act as joint spon- 
sors for a safety code on automobile 
brakes and braketesting. .

Thig bridge will be the first link 
in the chain of bridges, trestles and 
roads that will lead from the main- 
land over the ocean and across the 
Florida keys. 

News of official sanction of the 
bridging has been received with jubil- 
ation in Key West, which last fall 
voted bonds to the amount of $300,000 
toward this stupendous enterprise, and 
Dade county will contribute at least 
$100,000 for that part of the work 
that lies within the county. 

The road will be a continuation of 
the Dixie highway which extends frum 
Chicago and other middle west centers 


| to. Jacksonville, Fia.. and thence fol- 


lows the east coast of that state for a 
distance of 418 miles to Homestead, at 
the southern end of the state. Con- 
struction to Key Largo is to begin at 
once, and it is possible that by early 
next year automobilists will be able to 
make a part of the journey actoss the 
Florida keys.

From the Ground Up, 
The manager of the Midway goatery 
is confident there is not a mah or 
woman, boy or girl in Chicago who 
could know less about live stock, es- 
pecially milk goats, than she did the 
day the four, finicky, does and the 
fidgety, bouncing kid were unloaded 
from a truck in her back yard five 
weeks ago. Miss Wiggintor has spent 


jher life in New York, Boston and Chi- 


cago and has never had an opportunity 
to’ handle live stock before. Many 
others who are thinking about keeping 
goats are just in this condition, so she 
considers herself well fitted to manage 
the goat dairy in order that she may 
learn from the ground up. | 


She expects to make many mistakes 
—gsome that may be costly—but out 
of her first hand experience she hopes 
to find valuable lessons for others 
serving a noviceship in goat husbandry. 
Her various experiences are being re- 
corded from day to day, and from the 
complete and detailed records, includ- 
ing costs of feed and other expenses, 
reports will be made from time to 
time for the benefit of others. 


“Now I have them, what will I do 
with them?” is the first entry made in 
her record book. About the first thing 
the new caretaker had to do was to 
milk the does—from the left side, right 
side, front, or rear, she didn’t’ know. 
She screened the open end of the goat 
barn so the neighbors in the nearby 
apartments could not see, and spent 
two hours milking the first day. Now 
she milks the whole herd in fifteen or 
twenty minutes. 


Has Time Saving System. 

While Miss Wigginton has been 
caring for the goats only five weeks, 
she has already worked out a time 
‘saving system. She feeds, milks, and 
grazes the goats in a definite order. 
Every goat knows her place in the 
lineup. Mandy comes first; Sister and 
her kid, Midway Beauty, next; Dolly 
II., fourth, and Helen J. last. 


A new portable garage, 12 by 414 feet, 
is used for a barn which is divided 
into two parts—a milking room and a 
winter skeping compartment. The 
milking room is about 4 by 12 feet, 
equipped with a milking bench ex- 
tending across one end of the barn. 
It is covered with neavy one-half inch

“The Prisoner Who Sang,” by Johan Houdin: 
Bojer (Century) is a remarkable story. It is amazing that the author of 
“The Great Hunger ” could have written this swift, fantastic novel 
that reviewers are all hailing as a “ prose Peer Gynt,” and which we 
found so fascinating that we read 200 pages of it without a pause the 
other evening. As a fantasy the story does somewhat resemble “ Peer 
Gynt,” but it bears on almost every page touches of grim realism and 
Norse irony that rander it quite in a class by itself; at least it is safe 
to posit that “ The Prisoner Who Sang ” is like no book you ever read. 


Andreas Berget is a little boy whose father was a bachelor, and 
who dwells with his hunchback mother and a tobacco chewing uncle 
in a hovel in a forest in a valley of Norway. From reading Voltaire 
Andreas acquires a fiendish sense of humor which carries him into 
more scrapes than the neighbors can digest: he is the village bum, the 
Villon of the. valley, carrying off with a high hand one outrageous 
practical joke after another, until, after a couple of prison sentences, 
he becomes an actor. From that time on his career is the most fan- 
tastic one imaginable, for when he quits the footlights his skill in 
make-up gives him such a tremendous talent for impersonating other 
people, bank messengers, et al., that he is able to plunder at will, and 
lead an adventurous life of fooling the public. He masquerades from 
time to time as a clergyman, a gynecologist, a traveling salesman, 
changing his personality at will and playing occasional interludes in 
jail. There is a tremendous speed to the narrative, carrying it 


through to a poetic finish.

As it ts practically a square in plan, 
it is economical to build, Furthermore, 
there being two stories, still greater 
economy is effected because the cost 
of the roof and the foundation is less 
than it would be for a one story bunga- 
low. 


In a number of other respects— 
notably one the location of the window 
openings—the apparent regularity of 
design enables the builder to erect 
this house at a substantial saving over 
other designs with reéntrant angles, 
wide overhanging roof, and superflui- 
ties which add to construction expense. 
Th~ house is set back approximately 
sixteen feet from the front street liné, 
and can be built on a lot 37% feet or 
more in width. 

The front entry is just two steps 
off the grourd. Architectural details 
of the trim and finish around the door- 
@ay, although unobtrusive, have been 
dnterestingly handled, so that it is 
anything but com:nonplace. The front 
door leads directly into the stair hall, 
to the le*t of which is a little coat 
closet, lighted by a small window, 
which may be seen to the left of the 
front door. An old-fashioned curved 
and winding stairway leads to the sec- 
ond floor. Straight ahead is the door 
to the kitchen, and to the right is 
the 12x17 foot living room. From hére 
one looks out on to the street through 
two large windows which have multi- 
ple lighted sash. The two windows on 
each side of the fireplace are af fair 
size, so that considerable light enters 
the room from this source. 


Facing the main entrance to the liv- 
ing room is a real fireplace. This pro- 
duces a cheery welcome in winter 
time, and even in other seasons offers 
its mute, hospitable greeting to the vis- 
itor. The dining room, adjoining, and 
a tiled porch are planned go that the 
two, in connection with the living 
room, afford an abundance of space 
for entertaining. The dining room 
looks out on to a flower garden. Being 
on the sunny side of the house, the 
porch is a pleasant retreat on early

summer mornings or when the sun is 
on the opposite side of the house. The 
columns are more or less monumental, 
and make the rear part of the house 
as impressive as the front. In northern 
cities the porch could be glassed in for 
winter time and could be heated to 
make an attractive flower arbor or con- 
servatory. | 

Stepping stones lead from the porch 
to an attractiveiy lané@sceped rear yard 
with a flower garden. Here, surround- 
ed by shrubbery, is a well kept lawn. 
A bird bath, or concrete fountain, is 
placed in the center. Beyond this is a 
garden seat with a trellis surrounding. 


Retracing one’s steps from the flower 
garden, one finds a drying yard for 
washday purposes. This is separated 
from the flower garden and other 
landscaping by a latticed fence. 

. A side entry leads from the grounds 
into the house andethence into a small 
passage which opens into the kitchen, 
to the front entry hall, and to the cel 
lar stairs. At the head of these stairs 
a refrigerator is placed within con- 
wenient reach of the kitchen, and 
where it may be filled handily by the 
ice man. 

Instead of being down in the base- 
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ment, the wash trays in this house are 
placed in the well lighted and well ven- 
tilated kitchen, so that wash day bur 
dens are somewhat alleviated. There 
is a cover over these trays, which, 
when they are in use, is hooked up 
against the wall. When the tubs are 
idle, this cover is let down to make a 
handy kitchen table. There are also 
the customary kitchen range and sink, 
and a small broom closet. This, how- 


-s$.ever, might be dispensed with, the 


space being used for a combination 
kitchen cabinet and pantry case, as 
there seems to be a deficiency of con- 
venience for this purpose. 

On the second floor are one fairly 
large bedroom, two smaller ones, a 
bathroom, and a large closet which 
may be used for general purposes or 
for linens. Each of the bedrooms ha 
its own clothes closet. and all are cor- 
rer rooms with windows on two ex: 
posures, assuring light and airiness. 

The partitions around the stairway 
and the under side of the stairs leading 
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from the second floor to the first should 
be protected by materials which will 
insure that this will be a safe exit in 
the event of fire. One of the most eco- 
nomical methods of achieving this end 
is in the use of metal lath and plaster 
on both sides of the wood studded par- 
titions inclosing the stairway and on 
the underside of the stairs themseives. 
This is said to insure protection for at 
least one hour. The metal lath also 
prevents unsightly plaster cracks 
which are most likely to form under 
the stairs because of the hard usage 
to which they are put. Vibration 
tends to crack plaster off ordinary 


lath. 

There is an ideal place in the base- 
ment for a work bench and other 
things which, as a rule, delight the 
hearts of the male members of the 
household. A small portion of the 
basement is marked to be unexca- 
vated, but an opening could be cut 
into the wall and a door placed in it 
so that thig. portion could be used for 
the storage of things which should 
be kept cold. It might be advisable; 
to borrow light for the basement by 
putting some prismatic lights in the 


floor of the porch on the first floor : 


so that light could be thrown into 
this part of the basement without 
necessitating the building of addi- 
tional areaways to bring light in by 
means of usual windows. 

Ashes from the real fireplace on, the 
first floor are disposed of by being 
dropped through a plate in the bot- 
tom of the fireplace inte the pit below. 
This is accessible through the fuel 
room in the basement. This arrange- 
ment assures tidiness, and the pit, if 
made large enough, needs to be cleaned 
out but a few times during the entire 
fuel burning season. There should 
be a cement floor over the entire 
basement to insure cleanliness and’ 
freedom from vermin. If desirable, a 
wooden floor could be placed over the 
cement in the portion where the work 


bench is placed.

HEN a play as effective as “The Deluge” is success

I talked of the stage, I undertook 
to cheer up Henry Irving by telling 
him that he should be gratified at 
the artistic success of his expert- 
fent with “ Coriolanus,” although 
the indifference of the populace left 
him with a dazzling deficit. His 
reply taught me something I needed 
to know. 
“Financial success is the sole 
measure of artistic success in the 
theater,” he said. “Of what use is 
an artistic play or production if 
nobody sees it?

The drama of the play is universal 
its reach,—universal in the sense that Shakspere is and 
some of Ibsen is; and it is never suburban, as nearly all of 
Ibsen ie. It is the best satirical play in so long a time that 
I’m put to it to think of the next-best; and fit is good stage- 
craft, too, obtaining its reactions by expedients that are 
frankly and properly theatrical . . . I have been told 
within the week that the maneuvering of the terrified char 
acters in the sub-surface bar-room is so arbitrary that & sug- 
gests the juvenile technique of the Russians whese plays 
were shown here by the Moscow actors; and for the Ife of 
me I can find no validity tn the criticiam.

In ae solid the molecules cling firmly to 
each other. We need a force equal to twen- 
ty-five tons to tear asunder the molecules in 
a bar of tron an inch thick. Yet the struc- 
ture is not “solid” in the popular sense of 
the word. If you put a piece of solid goid 
in a little pool of mercury the gold will take 
in the mercury between its molecules as if 
it were porous like a sponge. The rardest 
solid is more like a lattice work than what 
we usually mean by “solid”; though the 
molecules are not fixed, like the bars of a 
lattice work, but are in violent motion; they 
vibrate about equilibrium posftions. If we 
could see right into the heart of a bit of the 
hardest steel we should see billions of sepa- 
rate molecules, at some distance from each 
other, all moving rapidly to and fro. 


This molecular movement can, in a 
measure, be made visible. It was noticed by 
@ microscopist named Brown that in a solu- 
tion containing fine suspended particles tre 
particies were in constant movemert. Under 
a powerful microscope these particles are 
seen to be violently agitated; they are each 
independently darting hither and thither 
somewhat like a lot of billiard balls on a billiard table, col- 
liding and bounding about in all directions. Thousands of 
times a second these encounters occur, and this lively com- 
motion is always going on, this incessant colliding of one 
molecule with another is the normal condition of affairs; not 
one of them is at rest. The reason for this has been worked 
out, and tt is now known treat these particles move about 
because they are being incessantly bombarded by the mole 
cules of the liquid. The molecules cannot, of course, be seen, 
but the fact of their incessant movement is revealed to the 
eye by the behavior of the visible suspended particles. This 
incessant movernent in the world of molecules is called the 
Brownian movement, and is a striking proof of tke reality 
of molecular motions. “ee .

SENSITIVE TUBE 
IS DEVELOPED BY 
U. OF I. EXPERTS 


Urbana, Ill., June 21.—[Special.}— 
Prof. Charles T. Knipp of the depart- 
ment of physics and Hugh A. Brown 
of the department of electrical engin- 
eering, University of Llinois, plan to 
conduct further experiments this sum- 
mer on the new type of electron tube 
which they recently designed, 

This tube is from thr@e to five times 
as sensitive as the game tube of the 
gas content detector type and has cer- 
tain other advantages which have cre- 
ated unusual interest on the part of 
radio engineers, 

The new tube is more efficient than 
the conventional type, and as it does 
not require so high a plate voltage or 
filament temperature, will therefore 
be more economical.

Pola 
awoke the morning after her initial 
performance to find herself famous. 
Great baskets of. fowers arrived at the 
apartment. Critics acclaimed her a 
great artist. 

“Our breakfast that morning was 
the most happy meal of my life,” says 
Pola. 

She played in Hauptmann’s drama 
for a month, for which she was paid 
100 rubles, then about $50. The great 
war came and the theater at which

they realized that they were in love. 
They planned their wedding, but death 
canceled those plans. The artist fell 
a victim to tuberculosis and Pola 
nursed him for many weeks. He died 
in her arms and Pola’s ambition almost 
died then, too.

Then 
she witnessed her first moving picture, 
a wild west American film, and de- 
cided to produce a picture herself.

Directs First Film. 

Pola says now that she shudders 
when she thinks of the crudity of that

were few films in some parts of Europe 

Pola hired a photographer who had 
never béfore made a moving picture. 
She directed the picture and played the 
lead. She persuaded her -fricr.ds to 
play the various characters without 
pay and se secured the loan of & beer 
garden for exterior scenes by alléw- 
ing the daughter of the proprietor to 
play an important role. The picture 
was made in daylight, without the 
assistance of electrics. 

The result was an appalling thing 
which Pola was happy to sell for 100 
rubles to an adventurous man of 
Warsaw. | 
_ In the summer of 1916 the German 
troops arrived in Warsaw. All theaters 
in the city wére ordered to remain 
open, whether any one came or not. 
For seven nights Pola and the «om- 
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pany were forced to perform. before 
empty seats. One night the man who 
escorted Pola from the theater to her 
home after the pérformafice was 

dead beside her. At another time 
Pola went to one of the little street 
hospitals which had sprang tp on 
many corners to visit peiesnig, a tay 
had been wounded. He was in 
his bed while Pola sat talking to him. 


Pola received a letter from Max 
Reinhardt, who was then in iterlin, 
offering her a contract. She accepted 
and arrived in Berlm in January, 
1917, Four weeks later she made her 
first appearance there in “ Sumurun,” 
which had a long run. 


Many times Pola went hungry be 
cause of the food shortage in Ger- 
many. During the run of “Samurun”’ 
Pola’s atrocious film, “ Love and Pas- 
sion,” was shown in Berlin. She was 
furious, because she thought the film 
would cause her to be ridiculed. ({n- 


Paul Davidson, general manager of the 
most important film company in Ger- 
many, offered her a three-year contract 
at twenty times the salary she w+; 
receiving under Reirhardt,° 

‘Pola persuaded Dayidson to employ 
Ernst Lubitsch as her director. Lth- 
bitsch Was unknown to the European 
public, but Pola’ had seen his work 
sevéral one-reel comedies and he played 
a small part in “Sumurun.” Lubitsch 
was then 21, but Pola believed he was 
possessed of great ability. Under his 
direction, Pola made her next picture, 
“The Eyes of a Mummy,” which estab- 
lished her in Germany as a great film 
actress.

It developed that Count Dombeki 
disapproved of the stage and had ex- 
pected Pola to give up her career as 
s00n as she became his countess. But 
Pola had no such intention. They 
quarreled, but finally: compromised by 
the count’s giving his permission for 
Pola to play one more picture. 

When another call came for the 
actress, the count again refused to 
let her go. While he slept, Pola packed 
her bag and tramped twelve miles to 
the railroad station, where she took 
a train to Berlin. Her divorce from 
the count followed shortly after. 

In Berlin she met Charlie Chaplin. 
They could speak but little in each 
other’s language. But they danced to- 
gether and Charlie managed.to make 
Pola understand that America was a 
mach Petter place for a movie star than 
Germany.
